FOLLOWING DECLINE,

Wool consumption, which declined
sharply since November, took a jump
i March over figures for Febuary.
puring March mauufacturers used
wbout 34,000,000 pounds of wool,
grease equivalent, an increase of
£500,000 pounds compared to Feb-
ruary of this vear, but leas than half
of the wool used during Mareh. 1918,
In March, 1919, manufacturers used
14,170,684 pounds of grease wool
4, 815, 767 pounds of scoured wool,
and 1,633,722 pounds of pulled wool,
[Waccording to the Bureau of Markets,
Department of Agriculture. Leading
Sutes, in the order of their consump-
[Qion, were: WMassachusetts, Pennsyl-
nala, Rhode Island, New York, New
(@ersey, Connecticut, New Hampshire,
Ohto, and Maine.
